How our hearts ache and 
throb as we take time to 
reflect afew minutes about 
the multitudes passing so 
swiftly to their eternal desti- 
ny; time passing so rapidly 
and we so slow to carry the 
gospel to the multiplied mil- 
lions that never heard. 

We are the only people in 

the world that are prepared 
to carry a FULL .GOSPEL. 
This statement may seem a 
little egotistical and selfish, 
but when the matter is sim- 
mered down to cold facts it 
is too true to be sneered at. 
To say nothing about the 
common and popular religion 
which we all know is cold 
enough to freeze almost any 
soul, where is the holiness or 
pentecostal movement that 
endorses all the teaching of 
Jesus, besides the Church of 
God? 
4 They say they do,but when 
they are forced mght down 
to the point, and bought 
face to face with every 
point they will not stand the 
test. The common religion 
breaks off at real experience 
and vital godliness, and 
scarcely acknowledges that 
there is anything more to re- 
ligion than an intellectual be- 
lief and probably water bap- 
tism. And those that accept 
real regeneration hardly get 
deep enough to accept sanc- 
tification as a cleansing from 
the old man sin.
